Fear of Effect on Rebels Silences 


Guns of Austrian Warship. 

Special Cable to Tom New YORK TIMEs. 

LONDON, Friday, June 5.— The 
King of. Albania, whose throne seems 
to be tottering to its fall, has already 
had to abandon the outward forms of 
royalty, according to a Durazzo dis- 
patch Dr. Dillon: sends to The Daily 
Telegraph. 

“The King and Queen, who, since 
Essad Pasha’s fall, have led the life of 
prisoners in the palace,” he says, 
“ went out. to luncheon aboard the 
Austrian dreadnought Tegethoff, ac- 
companied by the Grand Vizier, aides) 
de camp, and ladies in waiting. 

The Austrian warship was to have 
fired a salute from its guns, and the 
Cabinet was desirous of having this 
done. Public criérs accordingly were 
sent into the streets to inform the in- 
habitants and to exhort them not to 
be alarmed. The Commission of Con- 
trol -was opposed to this. part of the 
programme on. the: ground that the 
booming of guns might prejudice 
their chances of coming to terms with 
the insurgents, with whom they were 
about to have a conference. After a 
lively discussion the Commissioners 


‘had their way and the salute was not 


fired. 

The Commission of Control returned 
from the conference without coming 
to any arrangement with the insur- 
gents, whose final’ demands include 
the dethronement of the present ruler 
and the substitution- of a. Mosiem 
Prince.

“Charles H. Strauss, agent foe the New 
England ‘Mutual “Life Insuranee Com- 
pany, -with offices at 200 Fifth Avenue, 
has been missing. from his home at 155

The family advertised in the news-

Mr. Strauss came to New York from

years, Mrs. Strauss said yesterday that. 
she-was unable to account for\his dis- 
appearance.” She notified: her husband’s 
brothers, Henry X:, Leon, and Milton 
A. Strauss. of Chicago, and they came 
here to aid in the search. They are at 
the Biltmore. : 

At the request of the family Mr. 
Strauss’s books were carefully examined 
and found to be right to a penny. His 
home life was ‘happy. 

Mr. Strauss was seen last in the hat 
shop: of F. R. Tripler, at Forty-second 
. Street and Madison Avenue, at 2 o’clock 
on the afternoon of May 28. He bought 
a golf cap and had his Panama hat sent 
home. It was thought that he might 
have taken a train at the Grand Cen- 
tral Station. He is 34 years old, 5 feet 
8 inches tall, and weighs 200 pounds. He 
was smooth shaven and wore a gray suit 
and: black low shoes. 

Mr. Strauss was.a member of the Har- 
monie, City Athletic, Aldine, Woodmere, 
and University of Michigan Clubs. His 
mother lives in Chicago. She has not 
been told of his disappearance.

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DENIES MELLEN 
SHIELDED MORGAN 


Ledyard Contradicts Flatly Ex- 
President of New Haven’s 
Version of His Indictment. . 


NOT ALLOWED TO BE SWORN 


Lawyer Makes Voluntary Statement 
at Interstate Inquiry——Defends 
New Haven Directors. 


Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, Juné 4.—Lewis Cass 
Ledyard, appearing voluntarily today in 
the New Haven inquiry, without being 


allowed to be sworn, in order that he} 


might not claim immunity for any act of 
his in connection with possible violations 
of the anti-trust law that may have oc- 
curred in -the efforts to combine all the 
transportation systems of New England 
under One control, denied flatly many of 
the assertions with which former Presi- 
dent Charles S. Mellen-in his testimony 
two weeks ago startled the financial 
world. 

He said repeatedly that statements 
made by Mr. Melien were not true. The 
squarest denial came in telling of the 
trouble that followed a conference be- 
tween. President Mellen and Messrs. 
Chamberlain and Smithers of the Grand 
Trunk Railway, when Mr. Morgan broke 
in on the meeting and said things in re- 
gard to the surrender of the New Lon- 
don & Northern Railroad that were al- 
leged by Mr. Mellen to have been made 
the basis of action by the Federal Grand 
Jury: in New York. 

Mr, Melien’s account was that to shield 
Mr.. Morgan he took: upon himself re- 
sponsibility and was indicted for an at- 
tempt to violate the anti-trust law when 
Mr. Morgan should, according to his 
view, have been the victim... Mr. Led- 
yard declared that there was not a word 
of truth in this testimony by Mr..Mellen. 

Didn’t Offer Himself as Sacrifice. 

‘“‘IT want to say in most unqualified 
terms,’’ said the lawyer, speaking of 
the-letter Mr. Mellen sent to United 
States District Attorney Henry A. Wise 
in regard to the matter, ‘‘ that Mr. Mel- 
lén did not offer himself as a vicarious 


wacrifice for Mr. Morgan to shield him 


from indictment. He wrote that letter at 
his own suggestion; it was the letter not 
of a man who accepted responsibility for 
what had occurred. It was.the letter 


of a man claiming innocence, for it was}. 


a letter to the District Attorney stating 
that he was the only one who conducted 
whatever the negotiations were; as he 
was the only ‘one -who knew. what -had 
been done.

Morgan broké in‘on -the conference be- 
twéen Mr. Mellen.and the Canadian Di- 
rectors of the Grand Trunk. and-asked 
what they were there for, “in his blunt 
way.” 

Mellen told him they were just going 
to have a talk, and Morgan said: “ What 
are you going to talk about?” Mellen 
answered that they were going to talk 
about traffic arrangenients, and then 
Mr. Morgan said: “ Well, there won't 
be any peace until you give up. the New 
London and Northern.” 

It was not long before Mr. Mellen saw 
Mr. Ledyard, according to the latter, 
and brought up the possibility of action 
by the Grand Jury. “I don’t believe,” 
he quoted Mr. Mellen-as saying, “ that 
the Grand Jury would indict me if I 
should go down and tell them my story 
like a man.” .

Tasco left New 
London harbor shortly after ee 
to go to her assistance. 

No details were given in the més- 
sage. 

The Tasco reported by wireless ‘at 
1:30 o’clock this morning that she had 
sighted the Northland, and- would soon 
bé alongside the steamer.. The North- 
land did not appear to be in any great 
danger, the message said. 

The forward hold of the Northland is 
full of water. The 75 passengers, trans- 
ferred from’ the steamer to the Tasco, 
will be taken to New London. 

The sea is smooth, the weather clear, 
and the Northland is in no danger. 
There are four fathoms of water at the 
point where the steamer struck.

Company. 

“In. 1907 Mr. Lane of Lee, Higginson & 
Co. came into my office in New York 
and asked me if the American Express 
Company would desire to seli its Bos- 
ton Maine stock. That is the first 
intimation of any one wanting to buy 
it at. that time, and I asked him who 
wanted to buy it, and he said Mr. Mellen 
wanted it for the New Haven Road. I 
told him that I would ask the Amer- 
ican Express. people about it. I found 
that the Board. of Directors of the 
American Express Company did desire 
to sell its stock, because under the laws 
of, Massachusetts; as: they existed then, 
the stock -was becoming rapidly an un- 
Sarge and undesirable one for them. 
n the course of those ‘negoffations I 
came in contact with Mr. Mellen. 

“The Beston & Maine express busi- 
ness was then, and for a great man 
years before I had anything to do wi 
the Boston & Maine, performéd by the 
American. Express Company. When I 
went into the Boston & Maine board, in 
the’ —y nineties, to represent express 
company holdings in the stock, I told 
the Board of Directors I was there to 
represent ‘the American. Express Com- 
pany. as a stockholder. ‘I am here,’ I 
said, ‘to represent the express com- 
pany as a stockholder. I am not here 
to promote their interests or to have 
anything to do with their interests in 
having any business relation with this 
road.’ I steadfastly adhered to that 
policy as long as I was in the Boston & 
Maine Railroad. 

“By the way, I might add that there 
Was a contract between the express 
company and.the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road, made in 1894, for, I think, ten 
years, and when that came up before 
the Executive Committee of the Boston 

Maine and the Board of Directors of 
the Boston & Maine, I had nothing to 
do with it. I never discussed it with the 
officials of the express company, nor 
with those of the railroad company. I 
took no action about it: I retired from 
the ‘Executive ‘Committee whén it came 
up. for discussion. I ,retired from the 
board and left the room, when it came 
up to be discussed there. pur noer that 
was in the Boston & Maine lroad, 
on the Board of Directors, during the 
time I was there, will, I am.confident, 
‘f he is an honest man, state that it 
was perfectly well known in that board 
that I never had anything to do, and 
never did have anything to do, with any 
contractual _ relations between those 
companies. 

“The contract of 1894, I think, was 
for ten years, and in 1904 another con- 
tract was made between the American 
Express. Company and the Boston & 
Maine Railroad. I had nothing more to 
do with that one than I had to do with 
the previous one; and that contract. of 
1904 was the one which was in force be- 
tween the American Express Company 
andthe Boston & Maine ilroad at the 
time I met Mr. Mellen in these negotia- 
tions for the purchase from the American 
Express Company of its Boston & Maine 
stack by the New Haven Railroad. 


Negotiations with the New Haven. 


‘In the ‘course of those negotiations 
the terms “became fixed. Mr. Mellen 
either directly*or through Mr. Lane—I 
think Mr.’ Lane was.the one who first 
named the amount—had offered to us 
one share of New Haven stock for a 
share of Boston & Maine stock which we 
might sell. -We insisted that the same 
opportunity for sale be given to all 
Boston & Maine stockholders, and Mr. 
‘Mellen was agreeable to that. i} 

“ Now, I was anxious to promote, the 
interests of the express company, or 
extend its business by getting what they 
had never had, getting. for them the 
business of: the New Haven Railroad, 


not ‘the Boston & Maine. ‘The New Ha- 
ven Road would. be new business for us. 
That was then occupied by. the Adams 
Express Company. Mr. Fargo, the Pres- 
ident. of the American Express Com- 
any, asked me if I could not get Mr. 
ellen to agree that-on the expiration 
of the existing -contract between. the 
New Haven Railroad and the Adams 
Express Company the American Express 
should take the place of the 
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what I want to impress upon the Com- 
missioner is that the thing we_were 
after was the New Haven Railroad, and 
not the Boston & Maine Railroad. We 
had the Boston & Maine contract al- 
ready. 


“I am very particular in putting this 
in clearly, because Mr. Mellen’ has tes- 
tified that what I was after. was the 
contract: for the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road, the American Express Company 
to get its Boston & Maine contract ex~ 
tended; that he thought the terms the 
Boston & Maine was receiving from the 
American Express Company were in- 
adequate and that I wanted to get the 
Boston & Maine contract extended for 
the American Express Company before 
the New Haven .Railroad came into 
power, for fear that Mr. Mellen a 
object to the terms of that contract. 

‘There is not a word of truth in any 
part of that testimony. If Mr. Mellen 
intended to. testify to that effect he has 
testified to what is not true. The only 
thing I was after was the business of 
the New Haven Railroad. 

1 took no part in procuring any ex- 
tension. I explained the subject to Mr. 
Fargo. I took no part in procuring any 
extension of the contract -to be made. 
I left it to be taken up by the express 
officials with the railroad officials. It 
was taken up: -It was extended, or the 
existing contract annulled, and a longer 
one made. It was extended to lap over 
the extension of the Adams contract 
with the New Haven Railroad. I took 
no part in it. I did not act in the Ex- 
ecutive Committee on it. I did not act 
in the Board of Directors on it. I have 
not seen the records of the Boston & 
Maine Railroad, but you will find there 
that I desired to be excused from voting 
because I was counsel for the American 
Express Company. 


Contract’s Cost to the B. & M. 


“Tt has been stated here that con- 
tract which the American Express Com- 
pany had with the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road—Gov. Folk said that again and 
again to one of the witnesses here, asking 
him if it did not cost the Boston & Maine 
Railroad $700,000 a year over and above 
what a proper. contract or an_ adequate 
one would have p uced. That was 
taken from the report of the New. Hamp- 
shire Railroad Commission. ‘The New 
Hampshire Railroad Commission had 
some investigation of the Boston 
Maine Railroad and the New, Haven 
Railroad. I did not know of the exist- 
ence of any such inquiry, and it made a 
very drastic report about that extension 
of the American Express Company con- 
tract with the Boston & Maine Rail- 
road in 1907. I did say that it cost the 
road $700,000 a year. 

‘The subject, however, as I afterward 
ascertained,“ had never been raised at 
the hearing before that commission, and 
there is in this record today—I-think in 
the hearing before Mr. Commissioner 
Prouty in the early part of this investi- 
gation—a letter from Mr. Tuttle that I 
would refer you to‘on that subject, in 
which he takes the entire responsibility 
for the terms of that contract. . They 
reached the $700,000 a year by compar- 
ing 35 per cent. of its gross receipts 
paid by the American Express meme | 
to the Boston & Maine Railroad wit 
what the commission said was & normal 
rate paid by the express companies to 
railroad companies—5b5 per cent. of their 
gross receipts. That is not the normal 
rate paid by express companies and 
never has been. 

*“The New, Haven Railroad Company 
said that a contract on a 55 per cent.

Net Profit Only About $200,000. 


“Well, of the 50 per cent. out of the 
$42,000,000, $21,000,000 went to the New 
York Central Railroad. That left 
£21,000,000, and out of that the 
actual operating profit to the American 
Express Company was about $200,000. 
So that that 50 per cent. contract, just 
after this 1907 transaction on lines like 
the New York Central lines, which are 
infinitely more profitable thari Boston 
& Maine country lines, resulted in a 
gross earning of the express company 
of $42,000,000 anda net profit, operating 
igh to the express company of about 

200,000. And-all of that profit, I want 
to say, was west of Buffalo. here was 
a deficit east of Buffalo. 

‘“*T should say now that if the Ameri- 
can Express’ Company, at any time in 
the past—I do not mean now that the 
parcel post has come in, but in normal 
times in the past—had .undertaken to 
pay the Boston & Maine Railroad any- 
thing like 45 per cent., let alone 55 per 
cent., as the New Hampshire Commis- 
sion suggested, of its gross receipts, it

Sammis, President of the club, as ‘a 
scholar in politics,’’ said He was not 
above being called a politician and that 
he: considered himself one. * 

“Vastly more important than the 
choice of men to elect into office,’ he 
said, ‘‘is the matter of carrying out 
properly the ideals of civic liberty in 
the coming Constitutional Convention. 


-| Mén may come and men may go, but 


a great principle, once forgotten or 
trodden under foot, is amazingly diffi-

“ At the special election just held as 
to -whether there should be a Constitu- 


tional Convention, the entire vote from 
Montauk.

QUESTION COUSINS’ BIRTH. 


Halsey Will Fight Hinges on Legitl- 
macy of Son’s Children. 


Testimony was taken ._ yesterday in 
Newark before ex-Gov. Fort, as Spe- 
cial Master in Chancery, to determine 
the legitimacy of the children of John 
R. Halsey of Hoboken, N. J. The suit 
involves the distribution of $100,000 left 
by the late Isaac Halsey, who died in 
Madison; N. J., in December, 1883. 

The proceedings were instituted by 
John H. Bonsall of Morristown, trustee 
of the Halsey estate. This was left to 
the testator’s sons, Edmund Halsey and 
John R. Halsey, or their children. Both 
sons of Isaac Halsey are dead, and the 
children of Edmund Halsey are contest- 
ing the rights of the children of John 
R. Halsey on the ground of illegiti- 
macy. 

It was brought out in the testimony 
taken before Mr. Fort that John R. Hal- 
sey, who was & graduate of West. Point, 
ran away and married Sarah Elizabeth 
Ferris, who was a servant in the Halsey 
home. 

After his marriage John R. lived in 
Hoboken “under the name of Henry 
Clayton and worked as a longshoreman 
nearly all his life. The children were 
all baptized under the name of Clayton. 
After Halsey’s death, in 1902, his family 
assumed the family name without re- 
sorting to legal proceedings.

Hamilton, counsel for Mr. Hoe, it was 
said that the first vote was six to six on 
the question whether Mr. Hoe really did 
make Miss- Sullivan an offer of mar- 
riage. At the office of Mirabeau L. 
Towns, counsel for Miss Sullivan, it was 
said-that at one time the vote was nine 
to three that Mr. Hoe did make such an 
offer.

Harris Charles Fahnestock, for many 
years a prominent banker, died yes-} 
terday morning at his home, 457 Mad- 
ison .Avenue, after two weeks’ ill- 
ness from erysipelas and. a complica- 
tion of diseases. He was in his éightieth 
year. Gibson Fahnestock, one of his 
sons, who had been living abroad for 
@ number of years, was notified of his 
father’s critical illness two weeks ago 
and was at the death bed when Mr. 
Fahnestock died. In ‘spite of his ad- 
vanced age Mr. Fahnestock rallied from 
his ‘illness early in this week, and it 
was thought that he had a chance of 
recovery, On Wednesday, however, he 
sank rapidly. 

Mr. Fahnestock was Vice President} 
of the First National Bank of this city 
and a director of the Southern Railway; 
the Delaware, Lackawanna & “Western 
Rilroad, the Central Railroad of New 
Jersey, the American Cotton Oil Com- 
pany and the Western Union Telegraph 
Company. Although he never attended 
school after his sixteenth year, he made 
a close study of banking and was con- 
sidered one of the foremost ee 
on-the subject in the United States. 
was a trustee of the Metrtpolitan ae 
seum of Art, of which he was formerly 
treasurer. He was a benefactor of-the 
Post-Graduate’ Hospital, to which he 
gave a large sum of money in memory 
of his wife, who died in 1898. He do- 
nated $100,000 for a nurses’ training 
school in 189 In 1907 he gave $50,000 
for ‘the building of the west arch, or 
“crossing,”’ of the Cathedral of.

Part of the Task of the Flavoring

The association voted to establish a 
fellowship of $500 at the University of 
Miehigan to be known as the Flavoring 
Extract Manufacturers’ ‘Association 
Scholarship. The beneficiary of the 
scholarship is to devote one-half of his 
time under the direction of the scienti- 
fic research committee to the study of 
raw materials used in extracts. The 
Stevens bill legalizing the fixing of re- 
tail prices was indorsed.
